GSNA’s  eleventh  annual  conven¬ 
tion,  in  keeping  with  the  July  Fourth 
festivities,  had  plenty  of  numismatic 
sparklers  to  please  most  areas  of  in¬ 
terest. 

Quality  coins  proved  their  worth  at 
the  convention  as  time-proven  pieces 
attracted  active  auction  bidding  and 
handsome  prices. 

One  of  the  stars  of  the  show  was  a 
gold,  octagonal  1915-S  $50  Panama 
Pacific. 

Designed  by  Robert  Aitken  and 
bearing  the  helmeted  head  of  Minerva 
on  the  obverse  and  an  owl  on  the  re¬ 
verse,  the  coin  has  gone  from  com¬ 
paratively  slow  acceptance  when  it 
was  first  issued  to  being  one  of  the 
most  desired  pieces  in  the  hobby. 

In  addition  to  an  intriguing  design, 
the  coin  has  the  added  attraction  of  a 
super-low  mintage.  Only  645  octagon¬ 
al  and  483  round  pieces  were  struck. 

The  octagonal  piece  sold  at  the  auc¬ 
tion  was  graded  AU-55.  It  opened  at 
$15,000,  moved  up  quickly,  and  was 
hammered  down  at  $16,200. 

The  Pan  Pac  piece  shared  the  spot¬ 
light  with  1,645  lots  of  solid  numis¬ 
matic  material  at  the  auction,  held  by 
Numismatic  Auction  Sales  and  Con¬ 
sulting,  of  HoHoKus.  Andrew  P. 
Lustig  and  Joseph  G.  Eisen  are  part¬ 
ners  in  NASAC,  a  relatively  new  firm 
which  was  making  its  first  entry  in 
major  shows  via  the  GSNA  conven¬ 
tion,  held  at  the  Hyatt  Cherry  Hill. 

Some  of  the  other  auction  pieces 
and  the  prices  they  brought  were: 

Early  uncirculated  coppers  —  a 
1793  chain  cent,  $1,850;  1856  Flying 
Eagle,  $2,350;  1877  Indian,  $1,375, 
and  1909S-VDB,  $350. 

Quarters,  1917S,  Type  I,  $2,000, 
and  1928S,  $1,500,  both  MS-67. 

An  1836  Golbrecht  dollar,  proof 
condition,  $4,150. 


Regarding  gold  coins  in  addition  to 
the  Pan  Pac: 

—  A  1796  ($10)  Eagle,  graded  EF- 
40,  $7,300. 

—  An  1803/2  ($5)  Half  Eagle,  AU- 
55,  $3,500. 

—  An  1886  ($20)  Double  Eagle, 
Proof-63,  $11,000. 

Commemoratives  continue  to  show 
a  lot  of  price  strength  in  the  hobby, 
but  so  do  pattern  pieces.  Eagerly 
sought  by  hobbyists  with  money  to 
spend,  pattern  pieces  are  usually 
pieces  that  were  created  for  proposed 
use  by  the  Mint,  but  not  necessarily 
accepted  for  use.  In  other  words,  they 
are  often  much  like  a  fashion  design¬ 
er’s  initial  garment  that  isn’t  accepted 


for  the  commercial  markets  for  any 
number  of  reasons  —  it’s  too  big,  too 
small,  too  plain,  too  intricate,  or  even 
something  as  devious  as  politics. 

One  pattern  piece  at  the  GSNA 
auction  opened  at  $1,600,  and  then 
easily  moved  up  to  $  1 ,900,  the  selling, 
price.  The  piece  was  a  Longacre  pat¬ 
tern  nickel  of  1867,  bearing  the  motto 
“Union  and  Liberty”  on  a  ribbon  in 
Liberty’s  headdress. 

On  the  commemorative  scene,  an 
1892  Isabella,  MS-65,  went  for  $1,300 
while  two  separate  1892  Isabellas, 
graded  at  MS-64,  went  for  $1,050 
each.  A  1936-S  Bay  Bridge,  MS-66, 
opened  at  $350  and  sold  for  $650;  a

Sixty-three  collectors  took  a  big 
step  forward  as  hobbyists  last  spring 
by  learning  some  of  the  fundamentals 
in  grading  coins. 

The  hobbyists  were  participants  in 
a  day-long  grading  seminar  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Garden  State  Numis¬ 
matic  Association  at  Landmark  Inn, 
Woodbridge. 

Using  slides  to  illustrate  his  talk, 
Pedro  Collazo,  authenticator  with 
American  Numismatic  Association 
Certification  Service,  Colorado 
Springs,  discussed  how-  to  grade  coins 
and  some  of  the  changes  in  the  works 
at  ANACS. 

The  grading  emphasis  was  on  un¬ 
circulated  and  proof  coins. 

Collazo  said: 

If  volume  means  anything,  the 
service  must  be  doing  something 
right. 

“We’re  currently  checking  some 
12,000  coins  a  month,”  he  said. 

The  ANACS  system  is  so  set  up 
that  the  authenticators  don’t  know 
whose  coins  they  are  checking. 

Each  coin  is  inspected  by  four 
graders,  and  three  out  of  the  four 
must  agree  on  a  coin’s  grade  before  a 
final  grade  is  given.  If  the  decision  is 
split,  the  coin  goes  to  two  other 
graders. 

ANACS  has  eight  graders  and 
hopes  to  have  10  in  the  near  future  to 
help  keep  up  with  demand.  Each 
grader  handles  some  300  coins  a  day. 

Collazo  added: 

—  Coin  planchet  problems  —  mint 
chips,  die  cracks,  etc. — are  not 
counted  by  ANACS  in  determining  a 
grading.  They  can  play  a  vital  role  in 
authentication  (Is  the  coin  real  or  a 
counterfeit?).  But,  for  the  most  part, 
ANACS  looks  only  for  grading  prob¬ 
lems  on  a  coin’s  surface  that  hap¬ 
pened  after  the  coin  was  struck  — 
scratches,  whizzing,  tampering,  etc. 

—  ANACS  sees  an  increase  in  old, 
gold  coins  to  be  checked.  That  could 
be  because  some  people  are  positive 
on  gold’s  future,  but  it’s  also  trace¬ 
able  to  more  spendable  income  on 
hobbies,  etc.  “When  they  were  is¬ 
sued,  they  were  used.  To  save  them 
would  have  been  like  someone  today 
saving  $100  bills  as  a  hobby.” 


—  ANACS  tends  to  use  8-power 
magnification  when  looking  at  coins, 
with  light  hitting  the  coins  at  an  angle 
rather  than  straight  on.  Too  high  a 
magnification  gives  too  little  surface 
for  the  eye  to  see  and  too  powerful  a 
light  can  obscure  trouble  spots. 

Collazo  said  ANACS  has  changed 
its  current  fee  schedule  from  one 
based  on  a  coin’s  value  to  that  of  a 
flat  fee. 

Effective  now,  the  fee  structure  for 
ANA  members  calls  for  a  $10  charge 
for  authenticating  a  coin,  $10  for 
grading,  and  $1  per  $1,000  for  each 
coin  submitted  to  cover  insurance 
costs. 

Non-members  are  charged  a  higher 
fee  of  $12.50  for  the  service,  plus  the 
insurance  fee.  Return  mail  is  included 
in  the  cost. 

Until  now,  the  minimum  fee  was 
$12.50  for  ANA  members,  but  could 
have  been  as  high  as  $320,  depending 
on  the  value  placed  by  the  owner  of  a 
coin. 

Collazo  said  the  new  schedule 
should  simplify  the  fee  structure  as 
well  as  eliminate  much  customer  er¬ 
ror.  It  also  will  cut  back  on  the 
amount  of  time  spent  by  ANACS  per¬ 
sonnel  computing  the  fees. 

Collazo  said  it’s  hoped  the  new  fees 
also  would  eliminate  injustices  to  the 


owners  of  rare  and  expensive  coins, 
as  ANACS  does  not  necessarily  have 
to  spend  more  time  to  authenticate  or 
grade  a  rare  coin  as  the  older  system 
implied. 

In  fact,  some  say,  rare  coins  are 
usually  easier  to  authenticate  than 
more  common  pieces  because  rare 
coins  are  struck  in  very  limited 
numbers. 

All  in  all,  the  change  appears  to  be 
a  move  in  the  right  direction. 

One  of  the  things  that  always 
bothered  us  was  if  you  didn’t  know 
how  much  a  coin  was  worth,  you 
didn’t  really  know  what  (escalating) 
fee  to  pay.  That  must  have  perplexed 
many  noncollectors,  especially  as 
they  were  turning  to  ANACS  for 
grading  and  authentication  guidance 
in  the  first  place.  If  you  knew  the 
answer,  you  didn’t  need  ANACS.

One  of  the  highlights  of  every  suc¬ 
cessful  club  meeting  is  the  educational 
program.  An  interesting  exhibit,  an  in¬ 
formative  speaker  and  a  question  and 
answer  period  can  often  provide  a 
pleasant  stimulus  to  the  membership.

5.  Try  to  obtain  information  about 
the  speaker  so  that  he  may  be 
properly  introduced  to  the  mem¬ 
bership. 

6.  If  the  speaker  is  a  stranger  to  the 
club,  be  sure  to  have  someone 
designated  to  greet  him  on  ar¬ 
rival  and  make  him  feel  welcome. 

7.  After  the  speaker  has  contrib¬ 
uted  to  your  meeting,  a  follow¬ 
up  thank  you  letter  and  a  certifi¬ 
cate  commemorating  the  event 
are  nice  gestures.
